refineinent. Thf ConsortiurTi fo^ubbc Librar) Innovation took up where 
the College Entrance Examination Board's Office of Independent Study 
and Guidance Projects left off in facilitating, inij^ovative public library^ 
programs for *ddult independent study Seventeen institutions of higher^ 
education began^ projects intended to mdKe their libraries more active 
partners m the academic process, four uncter the revisecj College LibrarJ' 
Program, a^d thirteen with the assistarv^e of Library Service Enhance- 
ment Program ^nts. And with the approv al of its members the Interna* 
tionaTFedercltion of Ubrar) Assoaatioqs committed itself to ajiambitious 
program of professional library work tKat crosses national borders and 
incorporates the^Third World. ' ^ , * 

. The Counal has been mvolved with -all of these activities and more, as 
described m the foUowmg, pages. During the year tha*t ended June 30, 
1977, 72 projects were active, 34 of^em reqmnng new allocations totaling 
51,306,854. The year also marked a change m the Council's 'ftlnding 
structure. Begipmng July 1, 1977, supportior the Council will no longer be 
furnished solely by th^ Ford Foundation but will be shared also by other 
foundations. It seems ^prppnate at this time to express again our deep 
gratitude to the Ford Foundatidn for ite continued assistance to the 
Council and^thus 4o thg^ library \^rfd o^r the^^ast 21^years.'

FOR YEARS librarians and infonnation scientists have spoken with a 
mixture of pnde and ^espaiyf the explosion of knowledge that has 
continued unabated since* toe end of ^^brld y&r II. Technology has 
given us a window^on the'universe, one seejitngly shrunk in size but so 
grown in complewty that information and knowledge have become 
necessities, for advancement and even for survival. Provision of these 
commodities has therefore become a valued service in modem society. 
With the burgeoning ot print and npnpri^jt material in, the twentieth 
century,.librarians and sdiolars may np longer take comfort in the tra- 
dition^ belief of tile past cphtury that "within these marble vv alls resides 
the knowledge of mankind/' Instead, they must turn to their advantage a 
world increasingly bound by uiiseen webs Of electronic impulses and 
dominate by blips of green light dancing across television like screens. It 
is not always an easy transition, , * ^ 

In themid-1950s, when the Council on library Resources was created, 
technology was seen as the key to regaining .control oVer the expanding 
realm of knowledge — if it cotild b^Tiamessed to w orkforjijbraries. During 
the next 15 years academic libraries in the United States' enjoyed a great 
period of growth and affluence as college enrollments spircded upward 
and monies froni^pivate and federal sources poured into university 
coffers. This resulteid in more funded research an^-expanded cyhicuia, 
development of greater library collections to suppoti them, hiring ef 
additional staff to service the collections, and so on. Federal legislation 
also provided additional funds for public and school libraries, eruibling 
them to serve moi:e people than ever before. Although finding the right 
way to apply technology to library processes s^mea to be taldng longer 
and costing more than early optimism had warranted, th^ development 
of MEDLAI^ (Medical Lit^ture Analysis and Retrie^^al System) at the 
Nationaf Library of Medicine and the MARC (Machine- Readable Catalog- 
ing) prdject at the Library of Congress nevertheless made it technically 
feasible to think in terms of the creation of tnJyv na tionalsfesobrces to be 
shared by libraries and tHeir users throughout America, 

In the 1960s even though they were enjoying mo^ support 'and operat- - 
ing more efficiently thaif ever before, libraries still could qot keep up with 
the Qood of informatipn, increasingly in nonprint formk, that poured from* 
U. S. and foreign pu^shers. In the last five years the problem h|is become 
critical, for r^ow it l$|fenfully dear that a period of affluence has endjed. . 
Reduced budgets, defining enrollments/ inflationary costs, the eneigy 
crisis, and other sodaf|nd politic.^ problems have brought about a period 
of severe retrenchment for libraries. Yet the demand for service remains ' 
high. 

Louis B. V^firight, diuBctor emeritus of the Folger Shakespeare Library, 
pointed out to the men^>ers of the Association of Research Libraries last 
fan that their very effectiven^s had created demands that threatened to 
swamp them. ''Scientists, social workers, historical scholars, writers, 
humanists of every type are descending upon the ifesearch libraries in

ever-increasiiTg nunjb&i^ with requests for source material and informa'- 
'^'tion in^te in variety. *. . Every learned discipline may have a vast 
literature of printed books, specialized perio<iicaIs, statistical reports, 
abstnicts, graphs, pictbrial reports, even sound tracVs and records, not to 
mention storage banks'ofinformabon in computerized forms. The Acquis- 
* ^ itiqn of all this material is cost}^, time-consuming,'^arid space devouring. 
. . .'No longer can even the richest university research library hope to be 
complete and self-sufficient in all fields of knowledge."' Somehow the 
costs of operating the&e singular msbtubuns must be redu,ced even while 
their services are improved. , , 

^ ' ^ By 1970, after years of careful study of the complexities of reducing 
tfie u^dt costs of operating libraries,' the CouncU, the National Commis- 
sion oft Libraries an4 Information Science (NCLIS), and others had 
concluded that the solution"1a)Jn tK^ development of a national library 
and information system that would faahtate the sharing of resources and 
-eliminate wasteful duplication of effort. In order to share resources suc- 
cessfully, each library or other repository in the system needs to know 
• ^ wi&l has been published and w^ho owns it. Each item must therefore b^ 
^ described in terms of its intellectual content (i.e.', what is it about?) and its 
physical properties (i.e., is it a Book, film, cassette?). This information 
becomes a bibliographic record, v\ hich can then be distributed by itself oh 
a catalog card or with others in a book or on magnetic tape. To each record 
can be added a caU number, indicating where the pi^e can Jjp^ found 
^^^thin a specific collection, or a location symbol, -telling which particular 
libraries pr library systems own it. Thus the first step in creating a national 
xJibiary and information system must be development of a comprehen- 
sive, economical, ccxjperafive method of preparing acceptable biblio-* 
graphic records and making them readily available, on a machipe-read- 
able or manual basis, to all libraries, a s)stem of national bibliographic 
control. T^e key to itj Achievement is the merging of the nation's biblio^ 
graphic records into a national bibliographic data base that can be us^ by 
' aU the various nodes that make up the nabonal library and information 
system for v^hatever purposes w^U satisfy local and regional needs. 

Much of the Council's 1976-1977 acbvity associated with the emerging 
national system began .some ^^ars ago.^ A full understanding of the 
events of fiscal year 1977 requires that they be set briefly in the context of 
the recent past. ' , . . '

* It appears certain that'any national system will have tob^ basec^^ a » 
^oopera'tive effort that depends on the sharing of records as well as 

. information about those records by the producers and mamtamers uf the 
system. Thi$ sharing cannot come abooif without a common understand- 
ing of the intellectual content of the^coVds and a cc3ifnmon agreement un 
their organization ^ in short; without nationally accepted standards. 

The Council has for many years pressed for the. development and 
voluntary adoption of codes, definitiins, rules, and pn-ocedures as a 
necessary-step in the evolution of a national library sy stem. Jn the Uruted 
States the administrative responsibility for voluntar) standards work 
reposes in the American National Standards Institute (ANSI), a federa- 
tion of more than l60 technidal, professional,, ai^d trade^rganizations and 

* 1,000 companies. Since 1960^ CLR, together with the National Science 
Foundation, has supported the w ork of ANSI's Cojnrruttee Z39> whichHs' 
responsible for preparing voluntary standards in the area of library work, 
documentatiort, and related publishing practices/ * . • * 

During fiscal year 1977 Committee Z39 completed \Vorkon five n^w 
standards that were later approved by* ANSI fot publication. They dealt 
with the structure fqr representing names of countries for infoncnation 
interchange, romamza^on of Cynllic characters, form of bibliographic 
reference, a format fur scientific and technical translations, and identifica- 
tion codes for us^by the bibliographic community. The committee is also 
active in intepational standards'work, it is^the representative of ANSI to 
the ISO (International Organization for Standardization) Technical 
; Committee 46 on D6cumentation.

CONSER and CCJMARC provide ppsitive evidence of thebenefits of a 

division of labor in developing facets of the grqwing natipnal systeto. 
Cooperation is nec^sary viot onl)^ terms pf the labor reqtdred to de- 
velop such a system, but also because of.lfie ^reat costs'lnv^lved in 
applying computer technology to manual systems. Except^^a few of the 
laigest institutions, most libranes.are unable to stfppbrt a computer sys- 
tem dedicated to their exclusive use. Only through the'fdnrtaticm ot 
various kitids of consortia or networks have they ^een able to take advan- 
tage 6f automated procedures. The need for libraries to share expenses as 
well as labor has become even more cntical in the last five years because 
of ffie string^t financial condition of most ^ucational institutions. 
Consequently, various agencies have createci networks'or systems to 
soh^e Ifltel hi regional pieces^of the prcfelem. What had been lacking 
until recently, however, is a coordinatecJ na$onal approach to ensure 
that a flexible confederation of library systerns will develop and work 
tov/ardi the cbntaion^ goal of creating a truly comprehensive national 
bibliographic»system. ^ ^ 

Last year it was determined that the tim^ had come to bring repre- 
^SCTitatives of the major Hbrary networks togetne* to lay the groimdwork 
for planning the bibliographic component of a national library and infor- 
mation service network. Beguvning m April 1976 the toundl supported a 
series of meetings at tfie Lihraly of Congress at^.which'lthe direjrtors of 
major networks explored the requirements and^^ossibilities for increased 
coop^tion. In August 1976 the directors' gro^ was asked to act in an 
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advisory capadty'to newiy cteated LCl^etwork DeveJbpment Office 
and l>e<3ime known & the Netv^ork Advisory Group (MAG). 0unng the 
year covered by tWs reJ>ort NAG prepaid a y^jyriop^ paper that outlined 
thegoafc, assumptions, objectives, aod funchons of a national librar) and 
informaSon service network and its library bibbographic cpmponent. It i 
afeo listed the tasks th^t^the group's Judg^nenf are necessary to develop 
the component, assigrf^priorities to them,. and hegarf a progr^ of 
action to complete therh. *qie preliminary document was issued m June 
1977 ^nd disseminated fo? femment to the inembership an(d governing, 
boards of th^ organizations mvolv'ed as ell as to others m the fields of 
Ubregtes and information sdence. It planned that the report in \ts final 
form will become an official recomm^hdabon to the Librar) of Congress 
and to the National Commission on JUbranes and Informabon Saence 
from NAG, whidi in April 1977 was designated the Ndtwort; Advisory 
Committee to the Librarian of Congress. ' ' ' ^ 

A'new Council grant made in February will su^^rt meetmgs throu^ 
1977 of b^lh NAG and^ subgroup, the Network Technical Architecture 
Group (NTAG). NTAG is composed of techiucal experts from the major 
networks, its concern is with the nuts a^d bolts of hnkmg the vanous 
bibliographic systems to tlje Library of Congress and to each other. Funds 
were oljtained from the^Committee for the Coordination of National 
Bibliographic Control for one' of NTAG's projects, a sttidy of the stan- 
dardized query text forrnat, response text format, and other formats for 
error messages and for control of infOrmabon vMthin a machme- readable

The University of Chicago's^ Library DaU Marugemept System "^"^ 

Like the BALLOTS system at Stanford University, the Ubiary Data 
Management System at the University of Chicago was ongmally aon- 
cdved'as a comprehensive system'fo^the ose of one mStttufaon. CLR has. 
OTpported the.$ystem's development smce 1970 in cooperation with the 
National Endowment for the Hvimanibes.^* A third CLR Ewaid, the 
, second matched by NEH, wras made to the university this year. Tfe nev^ 
grant, which totals 5326,925, supports work on three major tasks, catalog 
control, to allow for implementafacm of an on-hne authontii^system, 
development of a quadraplanar structure for the data base, and comple- 
tion of a general circulation system, " 

A stated goal of the Chicago effort has been to share the results of ifs 
sj^tems development with other libranes. Its staff members are cunentfy 
holding discussions with research hbranes m the area to~3etermme the 
feasibility of establishing a cooperative network. Recently the univelaity 
Ubxar^re^eived a grant from the Joseph and Helen Regenstein Founda- 
tion for expansion of its minjcomputer facilities, a kej factor m enhancing 
the potential for sharing its system. ' 

NELINET, MIDLNET, and the Washington SUte Library ' ^ 

CLR has contributed to the development of Aosi of the existmg rhajor 
networks in a variety of ways. In^ases>uch as those described above, tfie 
financial support has been substantial. In others the assistance has been 
primarily consultative, and in still others small sums have been granted 
for specific tasks A grant this ^ear to the VS^hmgton State Library to^ 
cover costs of a drtulation system study falls into this latter category.The^ 
MO-page report pref>ar^ by Blackwell North Amenca, Itk. provides a 
detailed analysis of the comparativ e costs aftd feasibility of central versus 
distributed computer operations for the V\^hingtun Library Network 
(WLN) circulation system. Since many n^fwcnk agencies are or soon wiD 
be &cing the question of how to provide an effective automated circula- 
tion system for their memberlf this grant was niade in the hope fliat the 
ilpsults would be useful elsewhere as weU as to ^1-N. Assistance also was 
given tfiis year to the relatively new Midwest Region Library Netwwk 
(MiDLNEDforthe services of a technical advisor and to the New En^nd 
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* iibr^ry Inf9rn;iati9n Network ^NELIXET) for publicabon of a survey 
designed to determine ih's impact of the OO-G system on the internal • 
workings of NEUNET member libraneS * .

MINITEX Plans Seri^l^ Location System 

One of the keys to successful/resource shanng is the ability of library 
users anywhere in the country iq identify the institutiorn that own the 
specific materials they require This is especially critical with regard to 
serials — magazines, |oumals, and.the*hke for they are, difficult to 
safeguard and so numerous that no library can ow n a truly comp'reKen- 
sive collection. Location information for Aerials, is currently found m 
huiKiieds of local, state, and regional union bsts of senab. Jhes^e lists. 
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many of Which are outdated. Rave been compiled at a tremendous cost. 
Since they^vai^ widely in such matters as format or interpretation of 
cataloging rules, most c/ them^cat^Rot be easil> combined. A national , 
system of ^eiiali locations would lessen \txe need'for costl) and Supbca- * 
tive manual efforts, thus releasing funds for more productive bbrarj uses. 

A CLR grant ofS25,000 w as ^rded this year to MTNTTEX (Minnesota 
Interiibrary Telecomn^ini^tio^ Exchange), a^ cooperafave agency that . 
faciitotes resource sharing^^orKlinnesot^lij^ to enable it to plan a 
pilot project that could serveav24i uiiU/d ibmponent of a nafaonal»senals 
locafi^systeih. ^ The ^i?ject calls for certam local and regional serials 
^holdings statenjents to be linked to records m the CONSER file.* This 
should provide library users with more effiaent physical access to the 
journals they need at a lower cost to the libran^ involved. The Library of 
Congr^ and the Indiana Cooperative Librar) Service Agency^ (JS- 
COLSA) a)s9 participate in the project. 

. OTHER AUTOMATION PROJECTS 

Qmndl support for automation projects has not been limited to large 
Utearies 6r networks. Funds have been provided for other experiments 
jytt* adapting technology to library processes that show promise of con- 
ttSnitin£ fo overall development m the field. A small grant made this 
yea:^ John H. Gribbin, director of bbranes at the University of 
Missouri — Columbia, /or example, will enable him to undertcike a 
study of the slibstitubpn of cooperatively mamt^ed data bases for 
library card catalogs. 

Improved Subject Access ^ . 

CLR made a grant last year to the Syracuse* University School of 
Information Studies for a project that attempts to demonstrate that sub- 
ject access to monographs can W unproved by augihenfang MARC rec* 
ords V^forking with a sample of appibximifely 2000 books in the 
humanities and soaal soences, the project staff has enlarged the MARC 
record /or each book by Including as additional subject descnptors w^rds 
and phrases found in tne index and or table of contents. The file, of 
descriptors for the books tn the samplt has been process^ by the Syst^nf^ 
DevdopmenfCorpprabok's ORfilT (On-lme RetnevaTof Blbhographic 
Information— Time- shared) Search Service, and on-bne cofnputer-based 
'subject seaitKfes have beert made by project staitf and*others who have 
access to the semce. A sixi.mphth extensiori to December 4977 has been 
granted for additional analysis and evaluabon m order to determine 
whether such enriched recopds contribute sigru^cantly to the improved 
perforgiance of on-line combuter subject seaftthes for monographs.

^ A pUot study of the feasibility of using the PLATO (Pro^ammed Logic

. ^t die library of the University of Illinois College of Law.^o This initial 
, experiment focused on the use of government p^iblicatioi^, smce t^ie^ 
are found in miny types of libraries. Tl^rough a system of programmed 
instruction a user (jait now use a PLATOjerminal to learn about various 
state and federal documents and Where they Ht into the process of de- 
veloping a legislative history. The user dn also call up a library Bcoi plan 
indicating the particular shelf that contains the item sought. The program 
has been so written that any institution with access to PLATO fa'ohtie^, 
even if there are no skilled programmers on its staff, carv establish this 
service capabiKty by simply substituting its qwti floor plans and other 
sj>ecific infonnation on Ubrary materials in its collection. 

^U^mputer Use of Books for College Libraries ".^ 

A small grant to Stockton State College in Pomona, New Jersey 
stipports an experimental use of the second edition of Books for College 
^ Ubmries (BCL Published by the American Library Association jui 1975 
, with financial assistance from the Coundl,i^CL II is a catalog of the 40,000 
basic titles any four- year liberal arts college should have m its library if it 
intends to provide students with art adequate ^ucation. Many Ubranes 
u^ the firs\ edition, also fJroduced with CLR aid, to check their holdmgs 
in order ^0 assess coverage of specific subject ^as. 
y Computerized tediniques were used to produce the new edifion, of' 
Books for College Libraries, which is available from ALA on machine-read- 
able tape as well as in book form.^' Since the Stockton State College 
library's holdings are also in machine- readabl^formTa computer will be 
used to match the collection agajnst the recomn^ended titles. ListS^geri^^ 
ergted in this fashion could also be u^ for accreditation purj>oses, for 
ordering* or for circjUatio|^tudies. 
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IN A "NATIONAL INVENTORY OF LIBRARY NEEDS; 1 975" prepared by the 
National Commission on Libraries and Informabon Saence (NCLIS), 
ft was estimated tha^t American school, public, and academic libraries ' 
^annually cosroverSJ billion to operate." Approximately one third of this 
' am^nt is invested in academic andVsearch libraries, a rise of over 36/ 
/ percent in 10 years. Now, however, increasing support for libraries ap- 
pears to be a thing'of %e past. The 1976 operating stabstics for the 94 
university library members of the Assodabon of Research bbranes '( ARL) 
sl)owed that during that year 46 percent received either no budgetary 
increase or one that did not^al the ris« h\ the consumer price mdex.^ 
' Increases in periodical subscription rates dramab^lly illustrate the 
fiscal bind in which academic research libranes find themselw^. By far the 
m'ost expensive journals are those in science and technology, and thejj^ 
also shaw^the most alarming increases. Physics journals, for example, 
whidTcost an ^verag€ of S48.55'per subscnption in 1%7, now' average ^ 
$165 ^ and range as high as $1540'.80 for a sfngle title! ^ If budgets fail to 
keep pace ~ and in 70 percent of the ARL libraries surveyed above they 
did not — then some other part of the library coUecaon of^service must 
suffer. According to one reporter, departmental librane*s m saence and 
technology are already spending ov er 80 percent of their book budgets on 
journals and other ^^itialsV If as ail of^this evidence suggests research 
libraries faq^ihe future vAth less money and r^uced purchasing power, 
the^jeed for good management apd fiscal practices, important even m the 
best of times, is underscored. 

In 1968 th|e Council determined that the achievement of managerrtent 
excellence by libraries was a matter of high' priority and' would be ^t 
accomplished'by the formulation of a long-range program'. Early grants, 
described in detail in previous annual reports, resulted m an mfluenbal 
study of management practices in large university libranes, followed by a 
case study of aspects of managementSn a specific insbtubon, the Colum- 
, bia University Libraries. This in turn led to the estabbshmejt of Colum- 
bia University's Libraries Planning Office, which received CLR support 
for its first three years, A library research and development unit at the 
Joint University Libraries in Nashville, Tennessee, also reeved CLR 
assistance and carried out a number of needed projects dunng its seven* 
year existence. For the^ and ongoing management projects (mcludlng 
the Academic Library Management Iratem Program described elsewhere 
in this report), CLR has allocated just overSI75milbon since 1968, v^th an

ARUs Office of University Library Management Studies , 

One of the prindpal benefits arising from the original management 
study, supporteji by flie Council and perfojmeJi with the advice of the 
American C6xmcil /on Education and the Association ^f Research Li- 
braries, was the 1970 establishment witfiin ARL of the Office of Universit> 
Library Managem^t Studies (OMS).^'' In the past seven years OMS has 
proved to be a ke;^ element in the total effort to improve management and 
fiscal praddces in libraries. The office director's participation in the Co- 
lumbia University Libraries study provided mudi of the experience and 
bad;ground required for development of the Management Review and 
Anatysis Program (MRAP), OMS's structured procedure for university 
library use in inducting an internal assessment of djanagement prac- 
tices, go^^ arid objectives. MRAFhas been an Important factor in help- 
ing librari^ to free fliemselves of their often Sielf imposed limitations and 
to uncover andchange operational p^ittems that are no longer relevant. To 
cany ouflhe rigorous MRAP self -study a team is appointed that'with the 
assistance of OMS personnel examines the library's dedsion-making 
process over a nine to twelve month period and recommends the organi- 
zational changes that are needed to improv e day - to-day operations and to 
plan effectively for the future. Thus far 23 ARL university library members 
have completed their attempts to attain a more satisfactory management 
environment through MRAR A nonmember, the National Oceanic and 
. Atmc^heric Administrafidn Library, began the study process in Sep- 
femb©rl976. ^ - * . / 

Anofljer ip^jbr facet of the OMS program, information coOection and 
^ dissemination, is designed to help libraries acquire the facts and theories 
that will stimulate improvement in research library operation and man- 
agement. To this end OMS operates the Systems and Procedures px-^ 
change Center (SPEQ, a dearin^ouse of infontution on curtent man- 
ageinent practices of member libraries. Center staff survey ARL libraries 
on specific issues, analyze the documents the libraries are willing id share, 
issue SPEC Flyers fiiat report the survey results, and select illustrative 
documents for inclusion in SPEC Kits: SPEC Flyers and Kits issued this 
past fiscal year d^t with the systems function in ARL libraries, u^ of 
support jstaff and student assistants, gift and exchange functiorfe, prepa- 
ration and presentation of the library budget, integration of nonprint 
^edia, and the determination df indirect cost rates. 
} ""A third aspect of OMS activity was strengthei;^ed this year by the 
addition of a training program coordinator whose assignment include 
developing and making available modules for in house training pro- 
grams in ARL Ifljraries, coordinating training institutes, and overseeing 



the office's training film program. OMS conducted its fourth Li}>rary 
Management Skills Institute in Kansas Qty, Missoun, m Aprifl977 and 
plans a^fiftti to take place* in Columbia, Maryland, in Novepnber. ^ 
SJhce August 1970 when OMS was established, CLR has contribifted^ 
just over half k million dollars for support of its activitie^iAJ^L itself and 
piDCeeds'feom the sale of the pffice'sjjroduds and services hav e each > 
furnished an increasing amount to the OMS operation. In addition, OlvfS 
embarked this year on an extensiv e collection anal) sis project with the aid 
of a gract from the Andrew W." Mellon Foundation. The project will focus 
on the materials sele<5ion, acquisition, retention, and preservation 
poHdes of research libri|Lds. • ' 

Meastlring the Impact of MRAP *^ 

More than one fourth of the academic librar) men^jers of the Associa- 
tion of Research Libraries have completed the Mana^ment Review and 
Arialysis Program* Last year two Peraisylvania State University faculty 
members proposed tiiat the Council suppoi:t an attempt to evaluate the 
impact of the program on the "mdividual participants.? Accordingly, 
Edward R. Johnson, associate librarian and assistant dean of libraries, and 
StuartH. Mann, associafe pixjfessor of operations research, began coUect^ 
in^^ta through questionnaires and personal interviews. In a presenta- 
tion to the Research Roundtable of the American Library Association in 
June 1977 Johnson observed that ev aluafang MRAP has been extraordinar- 
ilj{ difficult, in part because of the lacICof an adequate evaluation technol- 
ogy, but also because of the broad scope of the program itself, its lengthy 
frame of operation, and the lack of a built-an evaluation structure. A final 
report on the CLR-funded study is'^e«k^ shortly. 

Academic Library Development Program 

Large university and research libraries have not been the only institu- 
tions to suffer through difficulties caused by reduced budget, staff turn- 
over, universitj/ or library reorganization, and thesixjtoo^uTOOn of auto- 
mated procedures, all coupled with an mcre^sed dentand for service. 
Smdl and mid-sized libraries have been similarly afflicted and h^e 
pressed for the ^nd«of assistance that is available to larger libraries 
tfuDugh OMS and MRAP. Thus the Council in 1975 initiated the Academic 
Library Development Program (ALDP) in the belief that smaller libraries 
too could benefit from looking closely at how they are meeting Ihe 
needs of the campus commuruty and finding ways to improve services 
to their users.^^^ 

Phase one Of the program was a pilot project at the Uriiversity of North' 
Carolina at Charlotte (UNCQ library wheiv,. under the diiectiQ^j^ a 
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special project leaaer, staff developed a tw(5-stage analytical process in- 
volving a study team and several task forces, The£rst stage entails an 
overviejv of the ubrays history, an. environmental analysis, a gdals 
assessment, atid a.needs survey. THe secotW stage includes analyses of 
servi.ces, iteources, management, and facilities. TTi| UNCC project re- 
s;ilted in specific i|commenclatioris for improv einerits m the management 
of that library as well as a generalized manual for carrying c/if such a 
study at similar institutions. ' - . * i 

In May 1976 the Council allocated fux\d^ for ph^e tw o of the program 
— testing and evaluating the procedure and manual developed m phase 
one in order to ensure that the model program would be of the greatest 
Benefit to jibraries. The first grants for this purpose went'to the 
Carnegie-Mellon University and the University of Wisconsin— Parkside. 
As in the pilot project, the staffs of these libraries wiU be assisted by an 
advisorjt^committee made up of r^presentabves from the faculty, adminis- 
tration, and student body, librarians from other academic institutions, 
and representatives of appropriate j)rofessional assoaations. The CLR 
coordinator for the UNCC study will continue to act in that capiadty 
during phase two. He ^d the OMS director, who has participated from 
the beginning in getting ALDP under way, will assist these and other 
institutions selected to take part in this phase of the work. 

►roving Fiscal Practices , ^ ' , 

While most of the Counjcil's programs have approached library man- 
agement wjoblems in a broad fashion, opportunities arise now and then fo 
provide g^ts for projects that focus on particular aspects of administra- 
tion. Such an award was made last year to Washington University in Sh 
Louis, Missouri. '®Usin£ their own institution as a study site, library staff 
developed a generalized procedure for the infernal financial auditir>g of 
university libraries. The final report, "Recgmmended Procedures for the 
Internal Financial Auditing of University Libraries," contains chapters on 
methodojogy, the relationship between auditor and university library 
adrtunistration, a xjuestipnnaire for evaluation of internal accounting con- 
trol in a university library, auditing programs for original record examina- 
tion and testing, and a discussion oi auditing in computerized systems. 
V\fehington University ^as made the 96- page report wicfely available to 
ARL members and other university libranes. The study w^s plaruied by 
VVilliam H. Kurth, then university librarian, and carried forwand on his 
untimely death by David S. Zubatsky, assistant university librarian.

Library Training for Ph.D. Holders 

TheCounciJ often encourages and supports a vanety of af>proaches to 
the solubon of a parbcular library pfcblem. The Advanced Study Program 
was. developed as one way of addressmg the need of r^eaitJi and 
academic libranes for librarians with advanced skills m trafiiborud fields 
of scholarship. Another approach grew out of the realization that li- 
brananship had benefited enurmuusl) from the effurts of distmgmshed 
librarians who had entered the field after experience in scholarship and 
teadiing. The Counal in I?^4 funded an expenmental program at the 
Unrversity of Chicago Graduate Library &dtool to encourage suitable 
scholars to adopt this route, FuUuwing a nationwide oompebbon that 
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J atBScted ovfer 100 candidates, fellowships for work leading to a masteys 
dfegree in librarianship oSe^tt nine talented scholars, trf^oJlad * 

^ already mned Ph.D.s in other fields. According to the final report, three 
of file sdidars have h&come bibliographers (tv>u with related teaching 
responabiHtiesX two have moved into fibrar> maxiagement, and one iS an 
'ardiivist Of the other fliree, one has returned to teaching, one is teaching 
in an information-related field while looking for a suitable Ubrarj posi ' 
tibn, and one, a tec^t mother enable to relocate, is unemployed. 
' In an assessment erf tije program, 'the Chicago library school dean last 
*^ yearcotninentedfliat having a Ph.D. was not necessarily an advantage m 
the ti^t library job market if candidates had no previous w ork expenence 
in libraries. For lower positions the applicant may be regarded as over- 
qualified, while for hi^er positions the lack of expenence is an inhibiting 
iactoL Sometimes candidates were viewed with a certain suspiaon as to 
thfeir reasons for wanting to shift from teachmg and reseaich to li- 
brarianshqp. Regardless of academic qualifications, lack of expenence 
o^pled at times with latk of personal mobilit) ap'f>eared to be the g;reatest 
obsbde to a/successful job hunt. . 

C oncludes Salary Survey 

Tlie'recimtment;5f talented, well-qualified individuals to the bbrary 
profession has been hampered ov er many y ears by a troublesome prob- 
lem— poor compensafionT In an attempt to dcKiX&ient an ariswer to* die \ 
question of whetfier the profession pay-& enough Uj attract highly compe- 
✓toit young people and thereafter keep thern in its ranks, the Gjunai has 
supported a series of salary surv ey s of college and uruv ersity librarjSans. ^ 
The fourth siirvey^tfiis time conducted by the Association of CeOege and 
Research Libraries and based on 1975-76 figures, was published^ in Octo- 
. ^ ber 1976. The condi^pions were notjoptimisfac The unattractive salaries 
for academic Ebrarians reported in earlier Surveys not only /^ntinue but 
the problem has been aggravated as a result of^mfetion and other eco- 
nomic pressiires. In addifion, the pyramidal staffing,structure of libraries 
remains subst^tially the same. 

As in the past an attempt was made to parallel the faculty Compensa- 
tion su^ey conducted by^ the American Asioaatjun of UnivCTsi^ Profes- 
sors. In this regard, the 1975-76 salaries of academic librarians compare 
generally with those of assistant professora Smce the survey contained 
comparative %ures on men a?id w omen libra^ans as w eD as mmorities, it 
should provide a, solid base of da^for planners concerned With equal 
opportunity for academic Kbrarians. 



Writing Seminar for New England Librarians y 

In the belief that a real need exists for an improvement m the quality of 
professional writing in the-fieW of librarianship, Jhe l^versity of Cori- 
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necticut in August 1976 successfully sou^t Council fund^ for the New 
Eit^Umd Academic Librarians' luting Seminar. Recording tcj^^minar 
dii^or Norman D. Stevens, ^e pr ogram hip;^t< wn riting '' ^ pjannH 
and* organized activit/'-^witii op|)ortunities provided for the ten p^rtia- 
pants to exchange ideas and to ifeoevvi^and oitiaze each Other s^wm^ S'u 
meetings of the group have been held to date. Eleven articles hav^ been 
suteritteci for publication, one has already appeared^* and two others 
have thus*far been accepted. Another expected product of the seminar is a 
book* of essays to be published by Scarecrow Press. 
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BMSt MODERN LIBRARIES bear little resemblance to the rep>ositones of 
andent times whose prinury purpose was to safeguard predous 
nianusoipts and books that were available to onl) a few of the elect. 
Today's libraries are public service msbtutions with an obbgation to, 
provide their multitudes of users with access^o information m a varietj of 
forms. In recent x^ars interest m the library's poteritial as ao active 
element in education has caus^ a revaluabon of w hat pro\idmg access to 
information means. Traditional concepts of service have come,und^r 
critical review and new patterns are developing in all types of libranes. 

The goal of all Council programs has been to improve the effiderlcy of 
lit^?ary operations so that users will be better served. Since the late 1960s 
CLR has initiated several programs mtended to achieve that goal by 
focusing sf>ecifically op relationships between nbranes and users. The 
pro-ams aim at assisting libraries of all kinds. For example, in May of this 
year Q-R supported the Fourth Assernbly of State Libranans, who met at 
the Library of Congrefe to explore v^th LC staff more effective methods 
of cooperation and mutual assistance. However, since the Council's 
special clientele has always been academic and research libfaries, most 
of its activities in this area as in others hav^^'Seen devoted ta their 
particular needs. ' ^ ' 



ACADEMIC LIBRARY SO^yiCfeS . 

VMth the exception of pubbc libranes, libraries usually exist to serve a 
specific sector of the population. On a universftj or coUege campus the 
libraj/s clientele is pti^riarily the academic community —students, fac- 
ulty, and administrators. Shident activism in the late 1960s and early 1970s 
created an upheaval that led to a reconsideration of many concepts ia 
higher education, some of which concOTied the relationship of the 
academic library to the educational process. According to^pfie observer, 
activism manifested itself among the rank and file of ffie academic li- 
brarians nqt only in a more vocal drive for faculty status but also in a call 
for a more aggressive service pobcy and greater visibility. It was dear that 
many undergraduates no longer entered coUege equipped ^with basic 
library skills and often graduated no v^iser in this regard, never acquirmg 
the familiarity with library resources and effective ac^ss that could serve 
them throughout their lives. In an effort to change the situation some 
librarians be^n to seek formal and informal means of teaching library 
resources and methocb, a process eeneral>fi^owT\ as bibliographic in- 
struction. However, they found little m the bterature that couJd heFp them 
in the way of reports of successful programs of this kind or guides to 
useful informatiorf. Workmg through the Amencan Library Association* a 
group of concerned librarians beganln the late 1960s to develop profes- 
sional stnictures (e,g,,xommittees, task forces, etc.) that wouJd allowjor 
communication and an interchange of experience. /

About the same time that libfitians began seriousi) to develop profes- 
sional mechanisms fd^ exploring problems associated yaQ\ bibliographic j 
instruction, the Coimcdl bunched its own search for an effective way ioy 
deal with the matter That seardi be^an wjth a question, how can 
academic librari^be encouraged to assimie a more active, meaningful 
role in imdeig^aduate education? CLR concluded that a program was 
needed to stimulate administrators and teachingiacult) members as vv ell 
as librarians to take a fresh look at how the library should function in the 
academic conununity. In 196?Jhe Council initiated the College Library 
Program and wiA the National Endowment for the Humanities estabh 
lisKed a fund from whidi matching grants could be made to selected 
four-year accredited colleges and universities-<rhe grants, made in re- 
sponse to carefully developed proposals, are intended to encourage a 
broad range of activities that will provide cohesive links between library 
services and dassroom instruction anS thereby strengthen the library's ^ 
role in the teaching-learning process. Each institution is required to allo- 
cate funds over and beyond the regular bbrary budget to share the cost of, ^ 
the total program. • — * ' 

Four grants in the past fiscal year bring to 27 the number ctf institutions 
th^ h^ve received CoDege Library Program awards. The new recipients 
and brief overviews of their projected programs are listed below 

]ohn$on C. Smith Unkmity in Charlotte, North Carolina; will make 
basic changes and miprovements m its bbrary program 5cO ihat the library 
can become "fundamentally a teadung facility of the institution."

A^er receiving basic orientatiog^d 
library skills instruction m freshman cornposition courses, students wffl'^ 
encounter more spedalued research tools and strategies in upper division^ 
humanities courses. Qualified .undergraduates will then fnove into inde- 
pendent study and resean^ under the joint directionpf a faculty member 
and a librarian. Finally, selected undergraduates will serve as student 
interns ^ help other students engaged in the program's initial stag^. 

Northwesiem Unwersity m Evanston, Illinois, ^will.carry out its Scholar 
Librarian Program with the help of three subject specialist librariaxtf'vhdth 
Ph.D.s in humanistic disdpbnes. The specialises will en^ge in such 
instructiorud activities as teaching formal courses in bbryy related areas. 



" supervising student research, developing huiiunities collections for ref- 
erence and instructional use, andlecturiiig on the biblio^phy of their *

S^ Okf College in Northfield, Minnesota, wSl pursue its Course- ' 
Related Library Instruction Program in two phases. First/ humanities 
faculty vyrill pinpoint the bibliographic knowledge and library skills that 
their majors Should acquire. Following tiiis^Jibrarians, with the aid of 
senior student associates, wUl give bibliographic assistance in developing 
course cxjmponents that will provide these skills and will guide students 
in dieir use of the libr^ to fulfill course requirements. 

The guidelines governing the CoUege'Ulnary PK)grant1\avb dianged 
recently as a result of a rather complete evaluation by a conmittee of 
librarians appointed by NEH and CLR.^ The program ts now more 
competitive than in the past, with applications accepted tv/ice yearly — m 
flie spring and in the fall Proposals irtSy be made for programs that range 
from three to five years Participating institutions must contribute at least ' 
25 percent of the total program budget ^m^<is not already allocated to 
the library As in past years, grants may be requested only for programs 
that deal With the humanities and those sodal sciences that sHiie the 
concerns and employ the methods of tiie humanities.

^ One of the earliest CoU^e Library Program awards \i/ent to Eastern 
Michigan University Although the grant period endetlln 1975, tfiat pro- 
gram has had far-reaching effects, for out of it came two activities that are 
stiD continuing full s'tfengtlr. One, a conference on orientation and in- 
struction with an aimual attendance of about 150 academic librarians, was 
hdd for the seventh time this spring. The other is Project LOEX (library 
Orientation-instruction Exchange). Estabhshed in 1^,'Project LOEX is 
an internatjc mai deariife house for materials and informatio n coricerrung 
library insfiucbon andfoiientation.^" A 1975 Courfdl grant supports 
LOEX activttfes through December 1977. According to recent^reports, the 
dearinghouse continues to enjoy a^ constant growth in membership and 
has been able to keep pace vdth an increasing number of requests for 
reports 6f developments in the field.

library Service Enhancement Progfam 

There is, of cdtffge, more &ian one route to successful integration of 
library serviJfes with academic teaching.programs and increased library 
use. The College Library Program was the Council's first^major effort to 
accomplish the purpose. In 1975 the problem wa^grfdressed 'from a 
sli^tiy different vantage ppint when CLR initiated the Library Service 
^Eiihanceme^t Prograpi.^ Under the program, now in its second year, • 
library directors designate d^p»ject 'librarian jiho-e^plores with faculty, 
studenfe, and administrators potential activities that will expand the 
librajy's lole in the aodemic Uf e of the coOege or university in the sciences 
as wen as in th^4wHftanitiesrThe Council grant in each case provides an 
amoimt not to exceed the salary afid benefits of the designated project 
librarian^ho is relieved of normal duties for the acadeinic year in order to 
spend full time on the project. Each institution is required to appoint for 
the grant period 4 be^nning professiortal librarian, the balance of the 
funds IS for approved pioject-relat^ expanses. * ' 

This year 13 institutions were selected from a field of 86 applicants for 
programs ^o lake place during the 1977-78 ,academic year. They are Beloit 
College (\Wsconsin), Colorado College, Georgia Southern College^ Geor- 
gia State University, Qlenville State College (West Virginia), GbilfoM 
College (North Carolina), Hampton Institute (Vir^nia), Joint University 
Libranes (Tennessee),. Uke Forest College (Illinois), Tusculum College 
(Tennesse^)^ University of Colorado at Colorado Springs, University of 
Nfissouti at Kansas Gty,,and VNfeyhe State University (Michigan) Each 
program was developed' in {he context of the individpd institiJtion's 
nee^l^ Several call for developing research componentslas part of estab- 
lished cotirses, others plan such activities as woirkshops o'r seminars for 
faculty or experimentation with the potential of audiovisual techniques in 
Hbrary orientation and instruction. One library is entering into a full-scale 
curriculum development program with the sdgwe-faculty 

In order to ehSure that applicants wouH be corhpeting with pe^ 
institutions^ the proposals for the 1977 -7S Academic year were divided 
into groups ba^ on the classification ^tabUshed by»the Cam#gi^ Com- 
mission on Higher E<lucdtion in A Claasification of Institutions of Higher 
' EdMoi/iow (BCTkeley, California, 1973). 

Aids for Scholarship *^ 

. To be of the most ftelp to scholars*and other researchers, lib^es must 
be able to provide ready bibliographic access to materials th at may exist in^ 
. a variety of formats. They can do this only through a host of specialized 
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•publications and computmzed dati bases that describe what has beep 
"published in certain fields and often where it can be located and who can 
use it Over the "years, the Council has supported the preparation of 
several guides to resources as a way of assisting lifiraries to provide better 
servic^for their dientele. ' • ' 

The Coimdl's partidpaHon in two. sjich endeavors was completed 
during the past fiscal yean A Survey of Arabic/ Persian, and Turkish 
manuscripts in the United States, prepared with the assistance of a CLR 
"grant under the auspices of the American Council of^Lea^ied Societies, 
will be published by G.K. Hall and CompaCny^' Another CLR grant 
supported research carried out in England by Frank Roc^gers, director of 
the Portland State University library, prep>aratory to his writing a manual 
of British government publications.**^ 

In a new action fiiis year, the Council provided a small award' to 
J. Periam Efenton, professor in the School of Library and Information 
Studies, University of California — Berkeley, to enabfe him to compl ete a 
1966-^7^ suppfement to (txe lndex ic FG>tbJinften in Librarianship thaHCiflbe 
published by Verlag Dokimtentation m Mimich.

^proved services^in acad«nic librari^ are a boon to those who are 
able to pursue customary paths to higher education. There are, however, 
many adults who wish to obtain academic crpdit or need guidance in 
learning for Vocational or avocafapnal pursuits and who for a variety of 
reasons cannot take advantage of the usual academic route. Growing 
numbers of individuals in this sftuation are turning for help to public 
libraries where they ar^discovenng programs especially adapted to the 
needs of the adult independent learner. -Educators and librariaris*are 
working more closely tt^an ever before m the Open University, the CoHege 
Level Examiiutipo Program (CLEP), course by -newspaper offerings, ex- 
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temat degree and similar programs. Governments, educational organi- 
zations, and international agendes have started programs ior 'lifetime 
learning^ and ^dividualized study." To call attention to the expanded 
role thit public libraries canplay in these new efforts, in 1973 the Commis- 
sion on Non-Tradidonal Study^^composed of outstanding U.S. educators, 
described the public library as literally a college iroundthe comer ... the 
primary ojmmtmity resource for mdividual inteUectual growth." But, the 
commission ruefully acknowledged, "their vast capabilities hav£ often 
been ignored."** Several Council-supported programs have attempted tg

Library Services fq?rh>«pendenf Study \ 

^ The Coundi's involvement in independent learning activititss began 
in 1968 when CLR acted to bring together educators^ planners, and public 
Bbrary leaders. Then, with the College Erilrance Examination Board 
(CEEB) and NEH, from 1971 to 1973 the Council supported an experimen- 
.tal p r ogram^t the Dallas Public library to demonstrc^te the role an Ameri- 
can public library migjit play in assisting independent learners *^ A prin- 
cipal goal of the^project was to determine whether {Tublic libraries could 
feasibly pro^de materials and counseling for adults v% ho wished to shady 
for acafiemic credit but w*re u^ble or unwilling to attend the regular 
jclass sessions offered by neighboring iru>titutions of higher education. In 
addition, to demonstrating that pniblic libraries can make ah impK)rtant 
contrilJution in independent learning, the project experience pointed up 
flie need for a central coordinating body to serve as a source of communi- 
cation and information for libraries desiring to establish this new service. 

Thus in 1972 the Council joined with the College Entrance Exacdna- 
tion Board, NEH, and the U. S. Office of Education to establish at CEEB 
the Office of Library Independent Study and Guidance foojects.** Por 
several years the office provided lead^^rship in an exterisiv^program of 
^training, resource planning, and experimental studies geared toward 
helping public libraries become effectiye community learning centers. 
Nine public libraries cooperated with the office to develop a coordinated 
pr pgr a m known as the Learner 's Advisory Service, which could be used 
by.ajiy adult interested in embarking on a serious, sustained effort to 
learn, independent of a formal institution. restrictioi\s were placed on 
die goals of the learner or on the cx>ntent of the program. Thus the^adtdt 
learner coujd be working toward academic credit through CLER tow^ard 
job improvement or flic acquisition of a new skill, or toward gaining 
knowledge for personal dnjoymer)t. In 1?76, a^ the end of the grant period 
approached, the office- organized a nationv/ide series of seminars to 
provide mfonnafaon on the benefits, ramificatioris, and pitfalls of the new 
service apd tcf encourage ot^er public libraries to adopt it. 
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Consortium for'Pablic Library Inhovation 

To cafty on the task of developing learner 's advisory services as well as 
to engage in further experinienlafion, researchMnd evaluation of other 
useful and mnovative public library semceina CorGortium for Pubbc 
Ubrary Innovation was fprmed in 1976. Comprising the original nine 
public libraries — Atlanta, B^kpiore^ Denver, Miami, Portland j[Mame), 
Salt Lake Qty, St Louis, Tulsa, and Vfocxlbridge (New Jersey)— plus the 
Minneapolis Public Library, the consortium has continued data collection 
and reporting for meinber Ubraries*on their adult independent study 
aitd gxiidance projects Promotion of program planning and'evaluatioh 
techniques, provision "of staff development opporturuties, and disserm- 
na^OfC of researcfi findings to policy makers and others m the bbrary 
profession and government are also objectives of the new group. A 
Council grant, awarded in AugusUj976, is assisting tht; research activities 
of the consortium. / .2, 

Other Public LibriDy Activities 

Two other Coundl-supported programs mvdving pubbc bbranes 
were active in the past fiscal year In November 1976 COR a warded 510,000

Banow died in 1967, but the work he be^m went on uruler other 
leadership This past year was marked by large*scale field testmg of a 
machine and proc^ capable of\safely and quickly deaadifying ^ty to 
one hundred books at a time. The pioce^, morphohne vapor-ph2^ 
deaddification, took almost ten years to develop, refine, and t^t Testmg 
is now tomplete, and licensing of the process is m the harnls of the 
Research Corporation, a nonprofit organizabon that mciudes patent de- 
velc^jment among its concerns.

Dining the year Suzanne Dod&pR, head of ^le Government Ctoc- 
uments and ifiotrforms Division dfdie Ifl^i) at the Universitj of Bnjx&h 
CcSmabia, used a CLR gcant to complete her manuscnpt of a guide to 
laigecoflectiOTs In iiucToforin.** It is expected tivat the woii. will appear m 
print in die next months ajnd that it UiD becoqjp^a vital elemer^ in 
i n teD ectu afaooe^ to a sizeable group of micrc^blications. 
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T\HE council's concern with the problems fadng h^waries has not 
been restricted to thcfee that affect American l&raries only. CLR 
adopted an.intemational view at its inception and has continued to 
encourage programs designed to foster cooperation and the exchange of 
information among the worid's libraries and archives. Nowhere is the 
nfeed for cooperation more evident tfian irf automation and bibliographic 
control Indeed, tfie logical extension of natiorul library and information 
service networlcs is an international Hbrary system made up of national 
aiKi multinational rxetworics. Such a system would undoubtedly use a 
variety of compxtterized and manual techniques to exdfang? biblio- 
graphic information about the worid's publicatians, a number ^timated 
by UNESCO statisticians at wdl over half a million new titles each year. To 
gain bibHographRr contrrfnjver this quantity of matenal on an mtema- 
tional basis requires the same careful planning and the s^me development 
and acceptance of standards tiiat must take place in a national program. 
Several devdopments of recent years, including the work on tfie revision 
of file Anglo-Amenam Cataloging Rules described eariier, have led fiie 
>vorid's librarians to believe that an intenia6onaI librai7 system may be 
witiiin readi at last . ' ^ 

International Federation of Library Associations ind Institutions • 

Smce ^971 n^ch of th^ Council's support of international library 
cooperation has been channeled through tf>e Intematicmal Federation of 
library Associations and Institutions (IFLA), an organization in whidj 
many coimtries, inchiding the Uhited States, participate on ari^ equal 
basis. Three CLR grants, awarded in 1970, 1973, and 1976 an^talling 
5364,000, have enablejUELA to strengthen its administratiffe and staff 
c^>erations in order^assure its effectiveness." 

Chief among the secretariat's recent activities has been the reorganiza- 
tion of the federation that was approved in August 1976, at IFLA s 42nd 
General Coundl Meeting in Lausanne, Switzerland. Cnder the new 
constitution IFLA's professional role is broadened "to promote interna- 
tional understancJing, cooperation, discussion, research and devdop- 
menf in all fi^ds of library activity; including bibliograj>hy, information 
sciences, and the education of personnel, and provide a body throu^ 
which Hbrarianship can be presented in mattto of international mter- 
est Categories of membership w ere also expanded so that such institu- 
tions as individual libraries and library' schools could have voting 
privileges, hence the recent change in the fed.e^tion's name, if n^t its 
acronym.^ \ 
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, The most recent CLR grant for the s;fecretariat, awarded in 1976, was for 
the purpose of en^ling IFLA to implement its new professional program. 
Thus far 24 sections have been'estabHsKed, grouped together in seven 
divisions by type of Ebrary or library activity <e.g., general researdi 
lihranes, spedal libraries, coUections and services,^ management and 
tedijitology, etc), an dgjith division, the key to the federation's new 
regional development program, will provide an effective basis for partici- 
pation in ti\e organization by the Kbrary profession of die Third Vforld 
countries of Asia, Africa, and Latin America. IFLA's leaders hope that the 
federation cati now provide better leadership and resource in heljnng 
these coimtries solve some of their librar) and iiterac) problems throu^ 
ir|;utual assis^ce ana cooperation. 

IFLA International Oi&ce for Universal Bibliographic Control 

IFLA'^ new constitution notes that the organization inteiids to cooper- 
ate with od\er international associations m the Infonrution field and will 
set up offices to carry out specific tasks. One such office, &e International 
Office for Universal Bibliographic Control, was established in 1974 as an 
extension of fee CLR-suppcnted IFLA Cataloguing Secretariat, which , 
was given the added responsibility of ^istmg in the development of a 
system of%^emational bibliographic oammunication generally known as 
universal buJliographic control (LTBQ. A successful system for universal 
biblipgraphic control reguires that each nation assume fee responsibility 
for prej«uing and making av ailable tebliographic records of its own publi- 
cations, bofe print ind nonprint, utilization of accepted standards wiD 
eitsure that the records can be readily employed m bofe manual and 
machine-readable systems anywhere in fee world. 

The major thrust of fee L^C office has been to promote and assist 
projecfe that will aid fee mtemabonal>tandardization*of bibliographic 
records and to support national plans for impruvrng bibliographic control 
In addition to contribubons from national libraries and ofeer intematipnal 
Kbrary aiW bibliographic organizations, fee office has received feree 
awards from fee Cottnal.^The third grant, covering the period from July 
1, 197?^;to June 30, 1981, was E$3de this past year, bring^^g fee total CLK 
allocation to fee office to $364,200. 

^ UBC office functions to date ha v e centered on fee^ provisionof services 
to woridng groups ^nd mdividuals engaged m special bibliographic proj- 
ects, fee collection and dissemination of information relating to biblio- 
graphic standardization, liaison and >:oordination amdng national and 
interrutional catalogmg and^bibbographic oiganizations, and editoriat 
and publishing activities. The performance of^ese functkms has ledjo a 
new role forfee office, that of an international bibliographic c^tetThis is 
reflected in various projects fee trffice staff has undertaken recently, such 
as planning fee program content and heljring conduct fee 1976 iftA ^ 
Wbrid-Wide Seminar in Secnil, Kofea, and organizing, plarming, and 
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preparing background dcxmnents for the September 1977 UNESCO- 
sponsored Intematioi^ Congress on National Bibliographies. 

IFLA foresee that its UBC Office may become even more significant as 
^^ter for activities tiiat will further develop and maintain a system of 
iMiversal bibliographic control. These activities might include actmg as 
secretariat for IFtA's new sxibject -oriented round tables that are directly 
inydtred in the maintenapce of UBC (e.g., cataloging-in-pubHcation), or 
perhaps assisting expert monitorfing pands to watch over the develop- 
men^t and extension (Jfrosting manuals a^ bibliographic tools like the 
various International Standard Bibliographic Descnptiuns (ISBD) and the 
recently published Universal MARC CUNIMARQ format.

International MARC Network Stwdy * 

The key role played by the IFLA Iittemational Office for Universal 
Bibliographic Control is illustrated by its involv ement m an international 
bibliographic network stud^ proposed by a group of natiqnal librarians 
wh^met in Paris in Octol>er 1975, A CLR grant enabled the Library of 
Congress to join wifli the national libraries of Australia, Canada/France, 
and Great Britain in funding the study. ^'^ The UBC Office has acted as 
treasurer for the study's steering committee, drawing up contracts, pay- 
ing fees, arid providing statements of accounts. The 'office has also pre- 
pared the portion of the study that deals with mcompatibilitied among 
bibliographic records of various na^ons and pl^ns to publish it as a 
separate document. 

International Council orv Archives 

In 1975 CL^ awarled funds to strengthen the secretariat oC another 
important intematioml organization, the Intematioi^ Council on Ar- 
chives (ICA).^ Now t^duding the second year of the three- year grant 
tiiat enabled it to acquire an executive assistant and a secretary,TCA has 
engaged in a broad span of activities designed to foster the development 
of mffives throughout the world. Recently the secretariat signed con* 
' tracts vAih UNESCO for seven projects. These include the preparation of* 
^tddes to the archives x)f the linited Nations and to the source of the 
history of Asia, Oceania, ar>eK^rth Africa, development of a statistical 
, V model for archival svBtOTis,.and^ study on establishing in developing 
X^areas regional cente^ for restoration and reprography. ICA is also sup- 
ported by dues front member archives, by income received frc^n contracts 
and the sale of j>iJbiications, and by i^ie allotment of space within the 
French National Archives. 

A relateB grant was made early in the fiscal year to the National 
Archives and Records Service (NARS) to support meetings of the ICA 
- Committee on Archival Development and its regiorial rapjxjrtefurs. The 
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Ineetings took place in \^hington in conjunction with the 1976 NARS- 
hosted International Archives Congress and were considered to be suc- 
cessful in advancing work toward the establishment of a survey of Third 
Y/odd archival development needs and in completing tl\e structure of 
ICA's International Archival Development Fund. 

tfcfoperative Efforts in Latin America ^

er\g</ged in Ikying the foundation for an inter- American automated bib- 
liographipjietwork. The QnmcSl assisted this effort in 1973 by providing 
support for a meeting ii\ Colombia, during which the partidpantsAdis- 
cussed items concerned with centralized cataloging and the use of MAR- 
CAL (Manual decatflogaddnmecArazada para America Latiria) In Octo- 
ber 1976 CLR supported another meeting, tfiis one in Mexico, foUovnng a

aloijg with the OAS plans for developing an uHeMBfrican network for 
the! transmission o£ bibliographic informati^jn. Tms step has nniade it 
iljle for work to proceed on the formulation o£ networks in the 
Caribbean and on the extension of the bibliographic services offered by 
. the soutih western AMIGOS Bibliographj^Coundl to IheCaribbe^, Cen-

ICoopera^n through Internitipnal Exchange 

-c^ Although most of the assistance* provided ^X^^L^ ^ ^ ^ 

interrtahonal cooperaboj is channeled through th^feork of such oigani- 
zations as M-A or ICATjprogress also dggends on the efforts or individu- 
als. Becausie many of the pn)bl ^p flfny 8 i ng libraries ti:anscend n|ti^hal ^ 
boundaries, a multinatipnal exchange of ideas must occur before mutu- 
^aHy benefidal solutions can t>e attained. Accordirigly, the Coimdl has 
.fnm time to time found it possible to defray travel costs incurred by U S 
librarians who have leadership responsibilities in intematiorttl gather- - 
ings. Prior'to malang grants of this nature CLR draws heavily on the 
ac^ce and knowledge of outside consultants to'ensure that the Council's 
su^ort will have a significant impact in promoting international coopera- 
tion in librarianship. TRIis a CLR grant perrryts the participation of the 
president of the geiftinar on the Accpiisition of Latin American Library 
Material^ in the Brazilian Library and ofeimentation Congress to be held 
in Porto Alegre July 3-9, 1S577. Council support also enabled the chairper- 
of the Libra^ Materials.
